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Prospective  Plantings,  March  1946 


Farmers  are  responding  to  the  currently  heavy  peacetime 
demands  upon  them  and  their  farms  in  much  the  same  manner 
that  resulted  in  four  successive  seasons  of  heavy  wartime  pro- 
duction. An  acreage  of  principal  crops  equalling  the  relatively 
high  level  of  recent  years  will  be  planted  this  year,  if  weather 
permits  farmers  to  carry  out  their  plans  as  reported  in  March  to 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Producers  anticipate  that  they  will 
have  to  contend  with  more  than  usual  difficulty  with  respect  to 
certain  major  factors  essential  to  their  operations,  chiefly  in  the 
matter  of  adequacy  of  the  supply  of  hired  farm  labor  and  new 
machinery  for  replacements.  In  spite  of  these  handicaps,  they 
are  planning  to  maintain  acreage  of  crops  at  the  relatively  high 
level  of  recent  years,  insofar  as  possible,  in  order  to  meet  domestic 
and  world  needs. 

The  aggregate  acreage  of  crops  now  planned  may  slightly 
exceed  that  finally  planted  last  year.  In  view  of  all  conditions, 
this  would  represent  a  big  undertaking  for  farmers  as  now  situa- 
ted. Allowing  for  duplications  and  for  wild  hay  and  various 
crops  not  yet  surveyed,  the  total  of  principal  crops  planted  or 
grown  in  1946  is  likely  to  reach  357)4  million  acres,  compared  with 
357  million  last  year,  an  average  of  355  million  in  the  previous 
10  years  and  the  peak  of  375  million  acres  in  1932. 

The  aggregate  acreage  now  intended  for  16  major  crops, 
compared  with  the  goals  for  these  same  crops  established  for 
1946,  is  3  percent  below  the  goals  but  slightly  above  last  year. 
Exceeding  the  goals  are  all  wheat,  oats,  peanuts,  tobacco  and 
rice,    while    corn,   tame   hay,    sorghums,    barley,    soybeans   for 
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beans,  flax,  potatoes,  sweetpotatoes,  sugar  beets,  dry  beans  and 
peas  fall  below.  Of  these,  tame  hay  was  produced  in  more  than 
adequate  supply  over  most  of  the  country  last  year  and  may  be 
nearly  equalled  by  the  1946  prospective  production. 

The  acreage  which  farmers  intend  to  plant  to  feed  grains  and 
sorghums  shows  an  increase  of  a  third-million  acres,  or  0.2 
percent,  over  1945  plantings.  The  intended  increases  of  2.7 
percent  for  oats,  0.8  percent  for  barley,  0.1  percent  for  corn, 
while  slight,  are  more  than  enough  to  offset  a  6.6  percent  decrease 
in  prospective  acreage  of  all  sorghums.  With  the  number  of 
grain-consuming  animal  units  (including  chickens)  on  January 
1,  1946  slightly  above  a  year  earlier,  such  an  increase  is  needed 
to  maintain  a  continued  relatively  high  level  of  livestock  pro- 
duction. The  intended  acreage  of  feed  crops  for  1946  is  about  1 
percent  below  the  10-year  average  for  the  group. 

The  3.6  percent  increase  in  winter  wheat  seedings  last  fall  is 
now  expected  to  be  augmented  by  a  1.6  percent  increase  in  spring 
wheat,  supporting  earlier  hopes  for  another  billion-bushel  wheat 
crop  in  1946.  Rice  acreage  as  planned  will  reach  an  all-time 
record  of  1,575,000  acres,  4  percent  above  the  1945  acreage. 
Rye  acreage  planted  last  fall  was  17  percent  less  than  for  the 
1945  crop.  But  as  a  whole,  the  food  grain  acreage  planned  is  2 
percent  above  that  planted  for  the  1945  crop. 

The  prospective  acreages  of  oilseeds  are  well  below  recent  high 
levels.  The  intended  acreage  in  soybeans  grown  alone  shows  a 
decrease  of  12  percent,  of  flaxseed  14  percent,  and  of  peanuts 
grown  alone  5  percent,  compared  with  1945  planted  acreages.

Farmers  in  all  parts  of  the  country  indicate  by  their  comments 
that  they  are  fully  aware  of  t lie  problems  they  face  in  continuing 
to  carry  out  the  nunc  production  program  expected  of  them. 
Numbers  of  livestock  and  poultry  on  their  farms  continue  to 
require  as  large  quantities  of  feed  as  last  year  and  carry-over 
farm  stocks  will  be  at  a  relatively  low  level,  particularly  in 
deficit  producing  areas.  The  tight  labor  situation  is  slow  to 
improve  and  farmers  who  depend  upon  hiring  labor  expressed 
increased  apprehension  that  the  labor  supply  may  be  short,  now 
that  prisoners  of  war  and  imported  laborers  are  not  likely  to  be 
available.  Of  course,  many  war  veterans  arc  returning  to  take 
over  and  help  out  on  the  home  farms,  but  few  arc  available  as 
hired  workers  at  wages  farmers  think  they  can  pay.

A  large  early  crop  of  peaches,  but  neither  as  large  nor  as 
early  as  last  year,  appears  probable  at  this  time,  as  condition  is 
reported  above  average  in  the  10  Southern  early  peach  States. 
Midwest  peach  prospects  are  favorable,  but  depend  heavily 
upon  whether  usual  April  frosts  occur.  A  good  crop  is  indicated 
in  all  western  areas.

Consumption  of  feed  grains  by  livestock  and  poultry  has 
continued  at  a  relatively  high  level.  The  tonnage  of  feed 
grains  remaining  on  farms,  though  bolstered  by  the  largest 
stocks  of  oats  on  record,  has  been  severely  reduced  from  the  near 
record  level  of  last  fall.  The  current  total,  as  well  as  the  average 
per  animal  unit,  is  the  lowest  for  the  date  since  1938,  with  the 
exception  of  April  1,  1944.  Disappearance  of  32  million  tons 
since  January  1,  1946,  compares  with  about  30  million  in  the 
same  periods  of  1945  and  1944.  Farm  stocks  of  corn  are  lower 
than  on  April  1  of  any  year  since  1938,  partly  because  of  the 
necessity  of  using  up  "soft"  or  "wet"  corn  in  some  areas  before 
warm  weather.

The  number  of  livestock  on  farms  continued  to  decline  during 
1945  but  at  a  less  rapid  rate  than  during  1944.  Numbers  of 
horses,  mules,  cattle,  and  sheep  declined  but  hogs  increased. 
Poultry  numbers  also  increased.  During  1944,  numbers  of  all 
species  of  livestock  and  of  poultry  declined. 

In  terms  of  animal  units  which  allow  for  differences  in  size  and 
feed  requirements  of  the  several  species,  livestock  numbers  on 
January  1,  1946,  were  3  percent  smaller  than  on  January  1,  1945, 
and  about  8)4  percent  below  the  record  high  numbers  of  January 
I,  1944.  In  terms  of  feed-grain-cnnsuniing  units,  numbers  were 
only  a  little  lower  than  a  year  earlier,  the  increase  in  hog  numbers 
about  offsetting  the  decreases  in  other  species;  but  including 
chickens  the  total  was  a  little  larger  than  a  year  ago.  In  terms 
of  hay  and  pasture  units,  the  total  was  4  percent  below  a  year 
earlier. 

The  total  value  of  livestock  on  farms  January  1,  1946,  of  8,923 
million  dollars  was  9  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  only 
slightly  below  the  all-time  record  high  value  of  January  1,  1943. 
The  values  per  head  of  horses  and  mules  continued  to  decline, 
but  those  of  all  other  species  as  well  as  of  chickens  were  higher 
than  a  year  earlier,  with  turkeys  unchanged.

Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  the  supply  of  feed  grains  on 
January  1,  per  animal  unit  of  livestock,  including  chickens,  was 
about  5  percent  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  but  much  larger  than 
two  years  ago.  The  supply  of  hay  per  unit  was  much  larger  than 
a  year  earlier  with  hay  stocks  up  7  percent  and  hay-consuming 
units  down  4  percent. 

The  declines  in  livestock  numbers  in  1945  may  be  ascribed  to 
varying  causes.  In  the  case  of  horses  and  mules  it  was  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  downward  trend  in  evidence  for  many  years  and 
at  an  accelerated  rate.  With  cattle  it  was  apparently  a  continua- 
tion of  the  downward  movement  of  the  cattle  number  cycle  that 
Btarted  in  1944,  with  little  evidence  of  liquidation.  In  the  case 
of  sheep,  however,  the  sharp  decline  indicated  a  continuing 
liquidation  of  breeding  flocks.  The  increases  in  hogs  and  poultry 
reflected  the  more  favorable  feed  situation  during  most  of  1945 
and  the  favorable  relationship  between  feed  prices  and  livestock, 
poultry,  and  egg  prices. 

The  downward  movement  of  the  cattle  number  cycle  reflected 
the  record  slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves  in  1945  and  appears  to 


be  an  orderly  adjustment  of  cattle  numbers  from  a  record  peak 
to  a  level  better  related  to  average  feed  production  and  to  a  pos- 
sible decreased  demand  for  beef  and  veal  and  for  dairy  products 
in  the  postwar  period.  It  is  significant  that  most  of  the  decline 
this  year  was  in  milk  stock — cows,  heifers,  and  heifer  calves — 
and  not  in  cattle  kept  mainly  for  beef  production. 

The  moderate  increase  of  4  percent  in  hog  numbers  was  due  to 
the  larger  fall  pig  crop  in  1945,  since  the  spring  pig  crop  was 
smaller  than  in  1944.  In  relation  to  population,  present  hog 
numbers  are  low  compared  with  those  in  the  pre-drought  period 
of  1930-1934 

The  decrease  in  sheep  numbers  in  1945  was  not  so  large  as  in 
1944,  but  most  of  the  decrease  in  1945  was  in  breeding  qwes  one 
year  old  and  over,  which  will  be  reflected  in  a  sharp  drop  in  the 
1946  lamb  crop.  Stock  sheep  numbers  are  now  at  the  lowest 
level  since  1926. 

The  decline  in  work  stock  numbers  was  relatively  the  largest — 
%\{  percent — for  any  year  since  numbers  started  to  decline  nearly 
30  years  ago.

Stocks  of  Wheat,  January  1,  1946 

Stocks  of  689  million  bushels  of  wheat  were  in  storage  in  all 
positions,  on  and  off  farms,  on  January  1,  1946,  according  to 
information  compiled  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  total 
includes  369  million  bushels  remaining  on  farms,  about  108 
million  bushels  in  interior  mills,  elevators,  and  warehouses,  and 
95  million  bushels  at  merchant  mills,  all  of  which  are  estimates 
by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Also  included  are  about  102 
million  bushels  in  commercial  stocks  at  terminals,  as  reported 
by  the  Grain  Branch  of  the  Production  and  Marketing  Admin- 
istration, and  nearly  15  million  bushels  owned  by  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  andfrstored  in  their  own  bins  or  in  transit.

Disappear- 
ance from  all  storage  positions  for  the  period  October  1,  1945, 
to  January  1,  1946,  was  about  341  million  bushels,  compared 
with  254  million  for  the  same  period  in  1944  and  297 -million  in 
1943.  From  the  total  new  season  supply  on  July  1,  1945,  dis- 
appearance to  January  1,  1946,  was  715  million  bushels,  compared 
with  554  million  for  the  same  period  in  1944  and  645  million 
bushels  in  1943.

Mohair  Production  and  Income,  1944  and  1945 

Mohair  production  in  the  7  leading  States  in  1945  is  estimated 
at  22,260,000  pounds  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  This 
quantity  was  1,743,000  pounds,  or  8  percent,  above  the  20,517,000 
pounds  produced  in  1944,  and  21  percent  above  the  10-year 
(1934—43)  average.  The  increase  in  production  this  year  over 
last  resulted  from  a  record  clip  in  Texas  as  production  in  all 
of  the  other  States  was  smaller  than  for  last  year.  Production 
in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  was  the  smallest  in  nearly  two 
decades  and  the  smallest  on  record  in  Oregon  and  California. 

The  number  of  goats  clipped  in  1945.  estimated  at  4,314,000 
head,  was  up  5  percent  from  the  4,120,000  head  clipped  in  1944 
and  was  the  third  largest  on  record.  The  average  quantity  of 
hair  per  goat  and  kid  clipped  was  5.2  pounds  in  1945  compared 
to  5.0  pounds  in  1944.     It  was  the  highest  clip  per  goat  on  record. 

Estimated  income  from  mohair  in  1945  amounted  to  $12,31 1,- 
000,  just  S17.000  under  the  1944  income  of  si2,.T28,000.  The 
average  price  per  pound  for  mohair  was  55  cents  compared  with 
60  cents  in  1944.

General  Crop  Report  as  of  April  1,  1946 

Unusually  good  progress  in  spring  farm  activities  and  in 
development  of  vegetative  growth,  resulting  from  an  unseason- 
ably warm  March,  has  started  off  the  1946  crop  season  with 
prospects  at  an  optimistic  level.  Pastures  and  hay  crops  are 
making  excellent  starts.  Winter  wheat  is  "greening"  up  to 
the  northern  border  and  in  some  areas  has  had  to  be  pastured 
to  prevent  too  rank  growth.  Production  prospects  for  this  crop 
have  improved  80  million  bushels  since  December  1945.  Other 
fall-sown  grains  are  making  a  promising  showing.  The  seeding 
of  small  grains  has  made  unusual  progress  throughout  most  of  the 
country.  Stocks  of  feed  grains,  while  at  a  relatively  low  level, 
seem  to  be  in  adequate  supply  over  most  of  the  surplus  producing 
areas,  though  in  short  supply  in  deficit  areas.  The  rapid  progress 
of  tree  fruits,  however,  has  aroused  considerable  apprehension, 
because  of  their  vulnerability  to  April  and  May  frosts.

Wool  production  in  the  United  States  in  1945,  both  shorn  and 
pulled,  is  estimated  at  387,017,000  pounds,  of  which  321,017,000 
pounds  was  shorn  wool  and  66,000,000  pounds  was  pulled  wool. 
The  1945  quantity  compares  with  a  total  of  418,094,000  pounds 
produced  in  1944.  Of  this  total,  347.094.000  pounds  wore  shorn 
wool  and  71,000.000  pounds  were  pulled.  The  10-ycar  (1934-43) 
average'  production  of  shorn  wool  amounted  to  370.749.000 
pound-,  of  pulled  wool,  64,760.000  pounds  and  of  all  wool. 
435, 509, 000  pounds.  Production  of  shorn  wool  was  the  smallest 
since  1928  and  of  all  wool  the  smallo-t  Bince  1929.

The  estimated  66,000.000  pounds  of  wool  pulled  in  1945  is 
down  .">  million  pounds  from  the  record  production  of  71.000,000 
in  1944.  The  1945  quantity  is  only  about  1  million  pounds 
larger  than  t lie  10-ycar  average  production,  and  is  small  relative 
to  the  number  of  sheep  slaughtered  when  compared  with  prewar 
relationships.  The  reported  average  weigb.1  per  skin  pulled  in 
1945  was  3.53  pounds,  only  slightly  smaller  than  the  record 
weight  of  3.55  pounds  reported  in  1942,  and  considerably  above 
the  prewar  average.  It  is  apparent  from  these  data  that,  amuch 
larger  proportion  of  skins  from  slaughtered  sheep  and  lambs 
wenl  to  users  other  than  pulleries  than  in  prewar  years.

Agricultural  Prices 

Increases  in  prices  of  meat  animals,  vegetables,  and  grains 
lifted  the  general  level  of  prices  received  by  farmers  2  points 
during  the  month  ended  March  15  to  a  new  high  since  August 
1920.  Significant  decreases  occurred  only  in  the  prices  of  cotton 
cottonseed,  and  wholesale  milk.  At  the  same  time,  the  index  of 
prices  paid  by  farmers  (including  interest  and  taxes)  continued 
its  five-year  advance  and  also  reached  a  new  25-year  high.  The 
parity  index  at  179  percent  of  the  1910-14  average  is  now  53 
points  above  its  March  1941  level. 

Crop  prices  moved  higher  during  the  month  ended  March  15, 
with  vegetables,  rye,  and  rice  showing  the  greatest  gains.  The 
all-crop  price  index  reached  215  percent  of  the  1909-14  average 
on  March  15,  2  points  higher  than  a  month  earlier,  and  19  points 
above  March  1945.  The  mid-month  crop  prices  averaged 
nearly  3  times  as  high  in  March  as  in  August  1939,  the  last 
pre-war  month. 


Total  crop  supplies  in  March  were  down  more  than  seasonally 
from  a  month  earlier  and  were  considerably  lower  than  a  year 
ago.  Total  stocks  of  food  grains  on  March  1  were  about  a 
fourth  smaller  than  a  year  before,  but  the  reduction  in  feed 
grain  stocks  was  considerably  less.  Cotton  stocks  were  down 
about  an  eighth.  Tobacco  stocks,  on  the  other  hand,  were 
larger  than  a  year  earlier.  During  the  four  weeks  ended  March 
16,  carlot  shipments  of  potatoes  and  sweetpotatoes  were  over 
one-sixth  larger  than  during  the  corresponding  period  in  1945, 
but  carlot  shipments  of  fruit  were  about  one-eighth  smaller 
than  a  year  earlier. 

Prices  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  averaged  slightly 
higher  on  March  15  than  a  month  earlier,  with  meat  animal, 
butterfat  and  butter  prices  somewhat  stronger  but  egg,  turkey, 
and  wholesale  milk  prices  moderately  lower.  Prices  of  wool  and 
chickens  averaged  only  slightly  higher.  The  livestock  and 
livestock  product  index  stood  at  203  on  March  15,  1  point  higher 
than  in  mid-February,  3  points  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and 
nearly  twice  as  high  as  in  August  1939.
